At B o’clock 
nearly every sitting in the large church 
was occupied and Fred H. Null played 
to the music of which the graduates 
marched to the large platform, followed 
by the superintendent of schools, Prof. 
E. A. Wilson, the faculty of the city 
schools, the members of the board of 
ed ucation. The teachers and the board 
occupirà the center seats directly in 
front of the platform. The juniors oc­ 
cupied seats in the east gallery and as 
the last diploma was given out they 
g^ave their class yell and by means of a 
rope connection they tore down the 
motto of the class of '97, “Be What ye 
IDhream,” and pulled in its place a ban­ 
ner with this l^end: “Ring out '97, 
ring in ’98.'* During the process of 
the shiftiag of banners there was a 
of bells.

“My duty and function tonight are 
simple and unpretentious. Here in the 
presence of this graduating class; near 
these gifted teachers who have poured 
the wealth of their thought aad the 
riches of their strength into these 
young lives; before these directors of 
your high school; and surrounded by 
this goMly company of your citizens 
but one theme can claim our thought 
and the pictures of this hour will come 
easily to our minds. Like the currents 
of a swift stream or the tidal waves of 
the ocean the past is beariug it» riches 
and lessons la upou us. 


“Tonight I am to play the part of 
Old Mortality and endeavor to chisel a 
little deeper the memorial stones that 
the young may know the deeds of their 
fathers and the chance visitor» iu these 
historic days may leurti the lessons 
which should be read. 
We should 
slight the meaning of this occusion 
were we not to remind ourselves, in 
the beginning, that thi-< is a high 
school commencement, 
Tlie public

Pour great discoveries which had 
much to do with liberty and the mak­ 
ing of the heritage now' enjoyed were 
mentioned. 
“Away yonder in the 
centuries is recorded that first discov­ 
ery, the finding of the individual life. 
The first century became one of dis­ 
covery for then One taught that every 
life had a value and the individual was 
the king and the state the slave. 
Jesius saw In every man a i^ul. 
That 
eternal life beating in man’s bosom 
made him more valuable than king­ 
craft or old ideasj. 
Jesus lifted up the 
individual, lifted him from beneath the 
weighted heel of oppressors» and placed 
him on the throne. 
The second dis­ 
covery was that of liberty in the six­ 
teenth century. 
The third discovery, 
that of the new world, came before the 
Reformation but in effectiveness after. 
The fourth discovery, that of broth­ 
erhood, came through the shedding of 
blood in ’01 to ’65. 


The speaker reminded the class that 
the great questions were not settled. 
The great social struggle Is on between 
intolerant wealth and maddened labor. 
Beneath our great industries are heard 
rumblings and voices like thc^ which 
M>unded in Francie before *the bloody 
French revolution. 
In 
our 
large 
cities a young man can not walk the 
streets free from the lure of some 
gilded hell. 
The scarlet daughter of 
shame deals her compound protected 
by the police- 
Books dripping with 
sewer filth are being read bj' the young 
and scattered broadcast. 


In conclusion Mr. F'lfield addressed 
the class as follows: 


“One word and I am done. 
My 
friends, commencement is not com­ 
pletion. 
Tonight you linger at the 
gate but during the coming days you 
must labor in the field. Oh what 
young people you should be with all 
your preparation, opportunity and the 
past and uresent cneering and urging 
on. 
I feel as one of the inhabitants of 
Palos might have felt as Columbus 
and his crew started out Into the At­ 
lantic sea. 
He could not go but from 
the shore could wave some cheerful 
greetings. 
Each one of you will sail 
on a new voyage into life.

senger train at American Palls, twenty- 
five miles west of here, at 4:30 p. m. 
yesterday caused the death so far as 
Is known of nine men, and the aerious 
Injury of eight others. Two of the lat­ 
ter will die. This Is the worst w'reck 
that has occurred on the Short Line In 
many years. Ihe west-bound passen­ 
ger was waiting for the freight at Amer­ 
ican Falls, Ktandlnv In front of the sta­ 
tion building. The freight coming east 
ran away on the hill west of Am*?rican 
Falls. 
It is thought that the sir was 
tampered with. 
The freight, running 
fifty mllsa an hour, crashed into the 
passenger train, which was already 
backing up. right in front of tiir sta­ 
tion. Two^men were on the statlnn plat­ 
form; one was killed and the other fa­ 
tally injured. The station bulMing was 
shattered. Both engines were convert­ 
ed into scrap iron and twenty freight 
cars piled up In a heap.

Yesterday morning the river showed a 
rise of six inches over W«idneKday 
night, and the water was sweepingduwn 
the river at a terrific rate. l?:ar!y in the 
morning the head gate of the cunal. 
which Is above the levee, began to give 
way. and 500 men with logs. Hacks of 
sand and willow bales, were put to 
work to prevent a break at iiie head- 
gate, 
while about ^1,000 men 
were 
stretched along the improvised I'^vee at 
ths other side of the*city wlier« the 
water continued to creep up. 
At 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon the head- 
gate gave way with a rush and a roar, 
the river pouring into the oanal. The

The people living along the b a i^ of 
the oanal are the poor laboring elaiisi«. 
and their homes were soon under water. 
Fathers and 
mothers had to wade 
through the water from their homes, 
taking their children In their arms. The 
houses being in moat oases built of 
adobe, melted away at the touch of the 
rushing torrents, and household fur­ 
niture, clothing, etc., wera floating 
around in all directions, 
while men 
were at work trying to keep tiie waters 
from crosibing the Santa Fe y<ipJ^. where 
they would flood the passenger Htaticn 
and then pour down on the fías and 
electric light works and nuniemuH man­ 
ufacturing plants and wholesiile houses 
located just north of the Santa Fe yards. 


The levee at the foot of El Paso street 
broke, and In a short time twenty little 
residences in that locality were flooded. 
By this time the people for three blocks 
north of the flood were moving out, and 
the streets were thronged with wagons, 
oarts and wheelbarrows, loaded with the 
belongings of those fleeing from the ris­ 
ing waters. For three miles across the 
town and the river front everybody was 
moving up Into the business portion of 
the city and to the more elevated resi­ 
dence sections. 


The waters cannot reach the fashion­ 
able residence HM^rtipn of the city, which 
lies north and east of the buslnawi cea 
ter. The river Is still rising. The break 
yesterday a^^^rnoon resulted in leaving 
at least 100 poor families homeless. The 
water §t 1:10 p. m. was threatening the 
business portion of the city.. One bun 
dred feet of levee on the Mexican side 
has been washed away and quite a num­ 
ber of houses are flooded. Men are hard 
at work trying to save the two street 
railway bridges. Thousands of citisens 
ars watching the raging waters. If the 
river rises ten Inches more It will flood 
the business portion of lîl Paso.

When the vote was 
taken each place was voted on separate­ 
ly, Minneapolis first, receiving but two 
votes; Philadelphia next, getting 150. 
Then It was voted to make it unanimous 
for Winona, and it was carried, although 
there were a number of noes. Last night 
Dr. Henry Barrows, of Chicago, lectured 
on the situation in India.

THE WATER SUPPLY QUESTION 


Will Make an Examtnatton of Me 


Guisan Springs and 
Othar 
Souroa* Racommandad. 


Chairman Bobbins last night ap> 
pointed the members of the IXNird of 
piiblic works a committee to examine 
the springs along Ox Creek, also Me 
Ciiigan gprinifg, with a view of i^er- 
iaininsr whether there are any that can 
be sufficiently developed to furnish the 
d^dred increase to the city water* 
BiJpply. 


This committee decided to meet at 
J. .1. Miller’s meat market next Tues­ 
day afternoon at 1 :H0 when its members, 
accompanied by Consulting lilngineer 
Walter E. Crewj of Chicago and En­ 
gineer Georire P. Rounds, wilh traverse 
the territory lying between here and 
MeGuigan springs and learn if possible 
the location of the strongcsj. available 
eprings. 


A test will be mude of the spring»^ 
which appear to furnish tJie most copi­ 
ous flow and if any arc found that can 
be made to develop a flow of ;i(X) or 400 
gallons per minute, and are located as 
to be available without a great expend­ 
iture of mony, they will prolmbly be 
Used. The board of public works is not 
disposed to expend any great amount of 
money at this timé in m’oviding more 
water, it Uguress tiutl if water sutliclent 
in quantity to make the city supply 
adequate can be procured for $">,000 or 
lü.üOO it is in keeping with economic 
business'methods to procure. It mean.s, 
however, that an investment of such an 
amount nhall |)ut the water system in a 
condition U) last at least 10 years. 


Kngiiieer Crew, wiio is giving the 
lK»ard the benefit of his knowledge, 
came to Benton iiarbor »m business 
connected with railway interests. 
He 
4& not employed at the pre-jent time and 
is able to be of considerable service in 
the enterprise the board has under- 
t^iken. He has an armful of credentials 
and has been indentilied with many 
prominent engineering projects. 
Mr. 
Crew has visited MeGuigan spfinufs and 
governing his impression by the lay of 
the land in that neigiiborhood be is in 
dined to regard the utilization of them 
rather discouragingiy. He says that 
the country being low all about the 
springs there is smaller possibility of 
there being a a reservoir or basin to 
supply them. 


Mr. t ’rew has discovered a group of 
Hprings a mile nearer the city than the 
McOuigan group. They are near the 
banks of Ox Creek and impressed the 
engineer as having a better and stronger 
ñow than the others, 
They are de­ 
veloping 7Ó gallons per minute and Mr. 
Crew believes that a test will show 
them capable of producing 200 gallons 
per minute. 
From the curtory ex­ 
amination made by Mr. Crew he was 
led to believe that the water issuei 
from a bed of gravel underneath which 
was a strata of elay, this condition in 
dilating that the springs were fed by a 
vast reservoir. He said he had known 
springs to be supplied by a lake seven 
miles awav. 


.1. M. Allmendinger was present at 
the board’s meeting last night. 
He 
discouraged the proposition of tappin 
MeGuigan springs and insisted that of 
all the springs along Ox Creek there 
were none which afforded suttlcient 
water to pay for the expense of bring­ 
ing it to the city. 
He held tliat the 
springs were all fed by rains and that 
during a dry time they were weak: that 
Kastman springs and McQuigan springs 
combined might furnish one-half as 
much water as the city needed.

PLACE DE LA CONCORDE. 


The 9lo«t Faiiioiiii and IS«autifiil Ktiuare Iu 
Gay un<l Vívh<-íouh f*ariit. 


Thu most iniporiant public square in 
Buris and one of thu handsomest iu the 
whole w’orld is the Place de iu Concorde. 
In the center rises the obelisk of Luxor, 
presented by the puslia of Egyj)t to Louis 
Philii)I>e. It is flunked on either side by 
a large fountain. The Place do la Con­ 
corde seems somewhat wrongly culled, 
iu view of the history of the spot. One 
hundred and fifty years ago it was an 
open held, but in 1748 the city accented 
the gracious permission of Louis XV to 
erect a statue to him here. The place 
thou took his name and retained it till 
the new regime, in 1789, melted down 
the statue and converted it into 2 cent 
pieces. 


On the 80th of May, 1770, during an 
exhibition of fireworks here, a panic 
took place and l.áOO people were tram­ 
pled to death and 2,000 more were se­ 
verely injured. The occasion was the 
attempt of the people to express by a 
grand celebration their unbounded joy 
at the recent marriage of the young 
dauphin with the Austrian princess 
Marie Antoinette. On the :álst of Jan­ 
uary, 1703, tiu\v gutlured here again in 
immense nmnbers to see tiie head of the 
same dauphin, tlion Louis XVI, chopped 
off by the sharp guillotine. During the 
nejifc two years the spot well earned its 
title “ Place of the Revolution,” for the 
guillotine had not ceased its work until 
Marie Antoinette, Charlotte Corday, 
Mme. EJiisabeth (the king’s sister), 
Robespierre and more than 8,800 per­ 
sons had here perished by its deadly 
stroke.—Chantanqnan.

Think w’hat one of the.«e guns is. It 
is a piece of stdid steel weighing about 
00 tons. 
It lias u clnimber mnning 
nearly its entire leniitli la inches in di- 
anu'ter. At !ho breech of tlie gun that 
chamber is ei-ittrged to a diameterof 1 5 ^ 
inches for 0?^ feet. The long tube of 
the gun is strengthened by an enormous 
band, retKihing almost half its length 
and called a “jacket,” and in addition 
it has what is called a hoop or band 
vrith the appliances whereby the gun is 
fastened or locked to its carriage. In­ 
side the tube of the gun there are about 
60 spiral grooves, which give the pro­ 
jectile or long bullet a twist as* it leaves 
the gun. That twist causes the projectile 
to turn nearly 76 times a second as it 
plunges through the air. This projectile 
weighs 1,100 pounds, and it requires no 
less tlian 500 )jounds of powder to give 
it its full force. Every discharge of the 
gun costs iu powder tmd projectile fully 
|600. The cost of one of these guns is 
not far from $100,000. 


To make one of these implements of 
war requires not only great skill, but 
the use of very costly nntchiuery. Not 
only must the steel be cooked in enor- 
muuK furnaci*s, but it must be seasoned 
as delicately as the most expensive dish 
for a bamium. Chemistry is called upon 
to say just \vhen the metal of which 
the gun is made is of the propt r degree 
of purity. 


Theu the steel is cast into a long cast­ 
ing. When it is ctioh d, it is forged or 
elongated under piessure wliih? iiot. 
Then it is turned out.^^ide and inside on 
enormous lathes, Then it is tenjpered, 


60 as to harden the metul and to distrib­ 
ute the molecules evenly through the 
mass to prevent dangerous strains and 
bursting w’hen the gun is fired. Then it 
is turned again outside and inside with 
absolute accuracy as to size. Tiicn the 
pow’der chamlier is finished, and the 
mechanihni for the fastening of the 
breech block is made. Then the gun is 
ready for its carriage, without which, 
of course, it could do no work.—Har­ 
per’s Hound Table.

He wat overtaken, however, by a man, 
who pressed him to accept a piece of 
money by way of reward, Du Maurier 
declined, with thanks, and pressed on 
with renewed vigor. The man, how­ 
ever, would not to discouraged in hit 
charitable intention, but repeatedly 
urged our artist to accept a tip for his 
trouble. The annoyance at length grew 
beyond even Du Maurier’s foudness for 
a joke, for the well meaning patron iu 
sisted upon putting a tip iuto Du Mau 
rier’s iiands while he was fumbling for 
his doorkt^y on the front steps of his 
own house. 


Between this and the miserable chilli­ 
ness of his garments Du Maiirier finally 
forgot that courtliness W'hich was his 
distinguishing mark and snapped out, 
“ Damn it, go to the devil!’’

Washington, May 28. — "Certainly I 
am satisfied with the verdict,” 
said 
Henry O. Havemeyer, to a reporter a 
few' minutes after the jury had ren­ 
dered a verdict of not guilty yesterday. 
"The verdict." he continued, ^"ought to 
be satisfactory to every decent man In 
this and every other community.“ That 
was the only expression the president 
of the American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany would make upon the result of 
his trial, which had been In progress for 
three days before Judge Bradley. The 
verdict waî» the culmination of a long 
kgal battle which began thi*ee years 
ago. 
Havemeyer declined as a witness 
Irefore the senate sugar investigating 
committee to furnish the committee with 
data as to th» political contributions 
made by the company of which he is 
president to the local and state cam­ 
paigns of 1892 and 1893. 
Broker Chap­ 
man. around whom the preliminary bat­ 
tle waged, wan found guilty and is now 
serving a thirty-day sentence in the 
Di.strict juil. 


The conclusion of the trial was ab­ 
rupt. The defense produced no witnesses. 
When the government rested Its case 
Wedne.«5day the defense moved that the 
court instruct the Jury to order an ac­ 
quittal on six grounds, the principal of 
which were that the committee did not 
have jurisdiction, and that the question 
asked was not pertinent. Judge Brad­ 
ley declined to rule on the main question 
as to the juriadictlbn of the senate com­ 
mittee. He said the questions involved 
in that proposition were of such grave 
Importance that he would not rule on 
that point without further and more 
careful examination. 


But he held that It was unneccesary 
to rule on the main contention. Practi­ 
cally he sustained the motion upon the 
.simple ground that the question (calling 
for data as to state and local contribu­ 
tions) demanded information not with­ 
in the knowledge of the witness, which 
he had testified he had 
no personal 
knowledge of and which, if given at all. 
must have been procured from book.s, 
and of which the books themselves were 
the best te.itimony. Although the ver­ 
dict of ^’not guilty" was given V»y the 
jury It was a verdict returned under the 
court’s direction, and amounted practi­ 
cally tti the judge throwing the case out 
of court.

The speaker reminded the class that 
the great question» were not settled.

In conclusion Mr. Fifield addressed 
the class as follows:

The 
houses being in most cases built of 
adobe, melted away at the touch of the 
rushing torrents, and househoM fur­ 
niture, clothing, 
etc.. 
were 
floating 
around in ail directions, 
while men 
were at work trying to keep the waters 
from crossing the Santa Fe yards, where 
they would flood the passenger station 
and then pour down on the iijras and 
electric light works and numerous man­ 
ufacturing plants and wholesale houses 
located just north of the Santa Fe yards. 


The levee at the foot of El Paso street 
broke, and in a shj$>rt time twenty little 
residences in tlial locality were flooded. 
By this time the people for three blocks 
north of the flood were moving out, and 
the streets were thronged with wagons, 
carts and wheelbarrows, loaded with the 
belongings of those fleeing from the ris­ 
ing waters. For three miles across Ihe 
town and the river front everylwdy was 
moving up into the business portion of 
tht city and to the more elevated resi- 
di|not sections. 


T ht waters cannot reach the fashlon- 
ablt resldtnce portion of the city, which 
llts north and east of the business cen- 
itr. The fiver Is still rising. The breali 
yesterday afternoon resulted in leaving 
at least lOf poor families homeless.

A PRETTY ROMANCE.

I^f^piliriiiaii Robbins last night ap* 
|;|i^ ted the members of the board of 
iblio works a committee to examine 
.^^e ipriDgs along Ox Creek, also Me 
sprioj^s, with a view of ascer* 
^iaiDlr whether there are any that can 
vbe sufficiently developed to furnish the 
: desired increase to the city water 
'nupply. 


This committee decided to meet at 
J* J. Miller's meat market next Tues­ 
day afternoon at 1:30 when its members, 
accompanied by Consulting («Engineer 
Walter E. Crew, of Chicago and En- 
g in ^ r George F. Rounds, will traverse 
the territory lying between here and 
MeGuigan springs and learn if possible 
the location of the strongest available 
springs. 


A test will be made of the springs 
which appear to furnish the most copi­ 
ous flow and if any are found that can 
be made to develop a How of JJOO or 400 
gallons per Jninute, and are located as 
to be available without a great expend* 
Iture of mony, they will probably be 
used. The board of public works is not 
disposed to expend any great amount of 
money at this time in providing more 
water. It figures that if water sutticient 
in quantity to make the city supply 
adequate can be procured for $5,000 or 
^,O0O it is in keeping with economic 
business methods to procure. It means, 
however, that an investment of such an 
amount shall put the water system in a 
condition to last at least 10 years. 


.Engineer Crew, who is giving the 
board the benefit of his knowledge, 
came to Benton Harbor on business 
connected with railway interests. 
He 
Is notemployed at the present time and 
is able'to be of considerable service in 
the enterprise the board has under­ 
taken. He has an armful of credentials 
and has been indentiiied with many 
prominent engineering projects. 
Mr. 
Orew has visited McGuigan sp.ntisrs and 
governing^ his impression by the lay of 
the land in that neighborhood he is in- 
cline^ to regard the utilization of them 
fa th e r discouragintrly. He says that 
' H.he country being low all about the 
eprings there is smaller possibility of 
there being a a reservoir or basin to 
ftupply them. 


Mr. Crew has discovered a group of 
. enrings a mile nearer the city than the 
McGuigan group. They are near the 
banks of Ox Creek and impressed the 
engineer as having a better and stronger 
flow than the others, 
They are de­ 
veloping 75 gallons per minute and Mr. 
C^w believes that a test will show 
them capable of producing 200 gallons 
per minute. 
From the cureot-y ex- 
. aroination made by Mr. Crew he was 
led to believe that the water issued 
firam a bed of gravel underneath which 
was a strata of clay, this condition in- 
lix. dicating that the springs were fed by a 


4 vast reservoir. He said he had known 
^^¿^prings to be supplied by a lake seven 
^jnilesaway. 


J, M. Allmendinger was present at 
theboard’K meeting last night. 
He 
discouraged the proixjsition of tapping 
McGuigan springs and insisted that of 
all the springs along Ox Creek there 
were none which afforded suflicient 
f 
water to pay for the expense of bring­ 
ing jt to the city. 
He held that the 
springs were all fed by rains and that 
during a dry time they were weak: that 
EMtman springs and McGuigan springs 
i^mbined might furnish one-half as 
tnuoh water as the city needed.

^Allmendinger was in favor of getting 
water in Lake Michigan. 
He said it 
was only a question of time when the 
city would have to go there for its water.

Th« Stout FaiiiouA Hiul Beautiful K«{UHr« In

The liiost iiiiportuijt public; square in 
Paris and one of tiio liandsomcst in the 
whole world is the Placo do la Concorde. 
In tiie center rises the obelisk of Luxor, 
presejited by tiic pasha of Egypt to Louis 
Pliilipije. It is flanked on either side by 
a large fountain. Tl»e Place de la Con­ 
corde seems somewhat wrongly calicd, 
in view of the hist^Dry of the spot. One 
hundred and fifty years ago it was an 
open field, but in 1748 the city accepted 
the gracious j>ermission of Louis XV to 
erect a statue to him here. The place 
then took his name and retained it till 
the new regime, in 1789, melted down 
the statue and converted it into 2 cent 
pieces. 


Ou the 30th of May, 1770, during an 
exhibition of fireworks liere, a panic 
took place and 1,300 people were tram* 
pled to death iujd 3,000 more were se­ 
verely. injured. The occasion was the 
attempt of the people to express by a 
grand celebration their unbounded joy 
at the recent marriage of the young 
dauphin with the Austrian princess 
Marie Antoinette. On the 21st of Jan­ 
uary, 179U, they gathered here again in 
immense numbers to see the head of the 
same dauphin, th(jn Louis XVI, chopped 
oft' by the sharp guillotine. Dnring the 
next two years the spot %vell earned its 
title “ Place of the Revolution, ” for the 
guillotine had not ceased its work until 
Marie Antoinette, Charlotte Corday, 
Mme, Elizabeth (the king’s sister), 
Robespierre and mor« thaw 3,800 per- 
sons had here perished by its deadly 
stroke. —Chautanquan.

Think whut one oi tliese guns is. It 
is a piece of solid steel weighing about 
00 tons. 
It has a chamber running 
nearly its entire leiigtli 13 inches in di­ 
ameter. At the br«'€‘cli of the gun that 
chiunber is eixL irged to a diameterof 15 
inches for G? 4 feet. Tlie long tube of 
the gun is strengthened by an enormous 
band, reaching aliuc^t imlf its length 
and called a “ jacket,” and in addition 
it has what is called a hoop or band 
with the appliances whereby the gnu is 
fastened or locked to its carriage. In­ 
side the tube of the gun there are about 
60 spiral grooves, which give the pro­ 
jectile or long bullet a twist as it leaves 
the gun. That tM'ist causes the projectile 
to turn nearly 75 times a second as it 
plunges through the air. This projectile 
weighs 1,100 pounds, and it requires no 
less than 500 pounds of powder to give 
it its full force. Every discharge of the 
gun costs in powder and projectile fully 
|600. The cost of one of these guns is 
not far from ill00,000. 


To make one of these implements of 
W'ar requires not only great skill, but 
tlie use of very costly machinery. Not 
only must the steel be cookt'd in enor­ 
mous furnaces, Imt it must be seasoned 
as delicatt*ly as the most exiiensive dish 
for a ban<iuet. I'heiiiisn-y is called upon 
to .say just when the moral of which 
the gun is made is of the proper degree 
of purity. 


Thou the steel is cast into a long cast­ 
ing. When it is ctwiled, it is forged or 
elongated und»'r pi ensure while hot. 
Tlien it is turned outside and inside on 
enormous lathes. Then it is tempered, 
so as to harden tiie metal and to distrib­ 
ute the molecniles evenly through the 
mass to prevent dangerous strains and 
bursting when the gun is fired. Then it 
is turned again outside and inside with 
absolute accuracy as to size. Then the 
powder chamber is finished, and the 
mechanism for the fastening of the 
breech block is umde. Then the gun is 
ready for its carriage, without which, 
of course, it could do no work.—Har­ 
per’s Hound Table.

Sugar Trade Aoqnltted. 


Washington, May 28. — “Certainly I 
am satisfied with the verdict,” 
said 
Henry O. Havemeyer, to a reporter a 
few minutes after the jury had ren­ 
dered a verdict of not guilty yesterday. 
“The verdict,” he continued, “ought to 
be satisfactory to every decent man in 
this and every other community." That 
waa the only expression the president 
of the American Sugar Reflning' com­ 
pany would make upon the re.'fult of 
his trial, which had been in progress for 
three days before Judge Bradley. The 
verdict was the culmination of a long 
legal battle which began three years 
ago. Havemeyer declined as a witness 
l:efore the senate sugar investigating 
committee |o furnish the committee with 
data as to the political contributions 
made l>y the company of which he is 
president to the local and state cam­ 
paigns of 1892 and 1893. 
Broker Chap­ 
man, around whom the preliminary bat­ 
tle waged, was found guilty and is now 
serving a thirty-day sentence in the 
District juil. 


The conclusion of the trial was ab­ 
rupt. The defense produced no witnesses. 
When the government rested its case 
Wednesday the defense moved that the 
court instruct the jury to order an ac­ 
quittal on six grounds, the principal of 
which were that the committee did not 
have jurisdiction, and that the question 
asked was not pertinent. Judge Brad­ 
ley declined to rule on the main question 
a» to the jurisdiction of the senate com­ 
mittee. He said the questions involved 
in that proposition were of auch grave 
Importance that he would not rule on 
that point without further and more 
careful examination. 


But he held that It was unneccesary 
to rule on the main contention. Practi­ 
cally he sustained the motion upon the 
simple ground that the question (calling 
for data as to state and local contribu­ 
tions) demanded information not with­ 
in the knowledge of the witness, which 
he had testified he had no personal 
knowledge of and which, if given at ail. 
must have been procured from books, 
and of which the books themselves were 
the beat te.«timony. Although the ver­ 
dict of '‘not guilty” was given l»y the 
jury it was a verdict returned under the 
court’s direction, and amounted practi­ 
cally to the Judge throwing the case out 
of court.
